The  birth-rate  of  the  County  in  1930  was  15-07  per  1,000  of  population, 
wliieh  is  a fraction  below  tlie  birth-rate  of  England  and  Wales  during  the  same 
])eriod  and  1-78  per  1.000  belo'\\-  the  average  birth-rate  of  the  County  for  the 
preceding  ten  years. 

'The  general  death-rate,  10-8-1,  is  O-'oG  per  1,000  of  population  below  that 
of  England  and  A\7\les  during  the  same  period  and  0-79  per  1,000  below  the 
average  death-rate  of  the  County  for  the  preceding  ten  years. 

The  rate  of  infantile  mortality  of  the  County  has  shown  on  the  whole  a 
steady  fall  since  1896,  and  in  1930  was  41-37  per  1,000  births,  that  is  consider- 
ably less  than  half  the  average  rate  for  1896-1900.  Compared  with  the 
infantile  mortality  rate  of  England  and  Wales  in  1930,  the  County  rate  was 
19-63  lower. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  scarlet  fever  and  of  diphtheria  was  above 
the  average  of  the  preceding  ten  years,  but  the  type  of  scarlet  fever  was  generally 
mild  and  showed  a mortality  rate  below  the  average.  The  mortality  rate  of 
diphtheria  although  slightly  below  the  average  was,  as  usual,  considerably 
above  that  of  scarlet  fever,  22  cases  of  enteric  fever  were  notified  in  1930, 
the  average  for  the  ten  preceding  years  was  15. 

The  effective  association  of  the  additional  Public  Health  functions  entrusted 
to  the  County  Council  by  the  Local  Government  Act  of  1929  with  those 
previously  exercised  by  them,  has  been  simplified  by  their  decision  that  the 
Public  Health  Committee  should  act  as  the  Public  Assistance  Committee. 
-Much  preliminaiy  work  by  all  concerned  has  been  and  still  is  necessary,  but 
definite  progress  is  being  made  in  the  direction  of  improving  the  various 
social  services  now  administered  by  the  Council.

The  death-rate  of  the  County  in  1930  was  10 -84,  which  is  below  the 
average  of  the  preceding  ten  years.

Since  1896,  the  rate  of  infantile  mortality  in  this  County,  though  subject 
to  annual  fluctuations  of  considerable  range,  has  shown  on  the  whole  a steady 
fall.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

By  the  middle  of  1918  arrangements  were  made  for  carrying  out  a scheme 
of  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work  in  those  parts  of  the  Administrative 
County  not  already  covered  by  independent  municipal  or  voluntary  action,  and 
shortly  afterwards  a commencement  had  been  made  throughout  the  greater 
part  of  the  county. 

The  arrangements  sanctioned  by  the  Berkshire  County  Council 
provide  for  : — 

1.  Home  visitation  of 

(a)  Expectant  mothers. 

(b)  Infants  and  children  under  school  age. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 
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2.  Hospital  accommodation  for  lying-in. 

Grants  are  made  to  the  Royal  Berkshire  Hospital,  Reading,  the 
Radclihe  Infirmary,  Oxford,  and  the  King  Edward  VII  Hospital,  Windsor, 
based  on  the  number  of  patients  suffering  from  abnormal  conditions 
associated  with  pregnancy  who  were  admitted  during  the  year  to  the 
several  hospitals  from  that  portion  of  the  County  administered  by  the 
County  Council  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  purposes.

In  all  the  areas  where  there  are  nurse -midwives  working  for  the  County 
Nursing  Association,  with  the  exception  of  Abingdon,  the  Health  Visiting  is 
done  by  these  women,  and  their  Superintendent  reports  to  me  each  week. 
Whole -time  Health  Visitors  have  been  appointed  by  the  County  Council  for 
the  remainder  of  the  County.

ORTHOPEDIC  CLINICS. 

Clinics  for  the  treatment  of  cripples  have  been  opened  at  Sandhurst, 
Wokingham,  Walhngford,  Wantage,  Newbury,  Windsor  and  Maidenhead. 
They  are  worked  in  connection  with  the  Wingfield  Orthopsedic  Hospital  at 
Headington,  near  Oxford,  but  are  under  the  management  of  local  Voluntary 
Committees,  incidental  expenses  being  met  by  private  donations  and  funds 
derived  from  entertainments,  as  well  as  contributions  from  the  Red  Cross 
and  patients’  payments. 

The  Berkshire  County  Council  make  no  grant  towards  the  expenses  of 
these  Clinics,  but  have  paid  for  the  maintenance  of  crippled  children  whilst 
undergoing  treatment  in  the  Wingfield  Orthopsedic  Hospital.  During  1930 
seven  children  under  5 years  of  age  were  admitted  to  the  Hospital ; special 
efforts  have  been  made  to  bring  cases  of  infantile  paralysis  under  treatment 
in  hospital  during  the  acute  early  stage  before  permanent  paralysis  has 
supervened. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 
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Notification. — The  number  of  primary  notifications  received  during  the 
year  under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1912,  was  227.  Of 
this  number  178  were  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  49  were  cases  of 
Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  These  figures  show  a decrease  in  the  numbers 
as  compared  with  the  figures  for  1929.

Mortality. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  from  all  forms  of 
Tuberculosis  w^as  149,  viz.  : — Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  117  and  Non-Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  32.  Of  these  deaths  32  had  not  been  previously  notified  as 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis,  19  cases  died  within  1 month  of  notification  and 
32  died  within  6 months  of  notification.

INSTITUTIONAL  TREATMENT. 

Institutional  treatment  is  provided  by  the  Council  at  the  following 
Institutions  : — 

Berks  and  Bucks  Joint  Sanatorium  at  Peppard  Common. — The  number  of 
beds  available  for  Berkshire  patients  is  31  for  men,  20  for  women  and  30  for 
children.

During  the  year  104  adults  were  admitted  and  110  were  discharged,  viz.  : — 
19  disease  quiescent,  40  improved,  32  no  material  improvement,  17  died  and 
2 were  not  tuberculous. 

23  children  were  admitted,  and  29  were  discharged.  The  children  on 
discharge  showed  very  great  improvement  in  health,  and  are  kept  under 
supervision  on  their  return  home. 
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Institutional  Treatment. 


Abingdon  Sanatorium. — There  are  12  beds  for  males  and  8 for  females. 
Two  extra  beds  are  provided  by  means  of  shelters  if  required.  Dr.  Challenor, 
Medical  Officer  to  the  Abingdon  Joint  Hospital,  attends  daily. 

During  the  year  43  patients  were  admitted  and  43  were  discharged  with 
the  following  results  : — 20  improved,  10  no  material  improvement,  11  died  in 
the  Sanatorium  and  2 not  tuberculous. 

Wingfield  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Headington. — 10  cases  were  admitted 
suffermg  from  tuberculous  disease  of  bones  and  joints.  10  cases  were  discharged 
with  the  following  results  : — 6 disease  quiescent,  3 improved,  1 not  improved. 

Heatherwood  Hospital,  Ascot. — 1 patient  was  admitted  during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  are  held  at  the  following  places  : —

372  ‘‘  New  Cases  ” and  218  “ Contacts  ” were  examined  during  the  year 
and  179  were  diagnosed  as  tuberculous,  120  were  kept  under  observation  as 
doubtfully  tuberculous  and  291  were  not  considered  to  be  tuberculous. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  at  the  Dispensaries  was  1,631. 

Home  Supervision. — Patients  are  visited  periodically  by  the  Tuberculosis 
Officers,  Health  Visitors  and  District  Nurses.  During  the  year  2,150  visits 
were  paid  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officers,  2,196  by  the  Health  Visitors  and 
District  Nurses. 

Nursing  Associations. — Patients  requiring  nursing  and  daily  attention  are 
referred  to  the  Nursing  Associations  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  22  new  cases 
being  sent  to  the  Associations  during  the  year. 

The  services  of  the  nurses  are  always  available  and  willingly  given,  and 
also  are  very  much  valued  by  the  patients  and  their  relatives. 

Nursing  appliances,  such  as  air  rings,  water  beds,  spinal  carriages,  etc., 
are  lent  to  patients  as  required.  These  appliances  are  obtained  from  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society  at  a nominal  charge. 

Extra  nourishment  has  been  supplied  to  patients  by  the  Guardians, 
Unite<l  Services  Fund  and  British  Red  Cross  Society. 
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Forty -nine  open-air  shelters  are  available  for  patients  in  their  homes. 
These  provide  an  extra  room  and  relieve  congestion  in  crowded  homes  and  are 
much  appreciated  by  the  patients. 

Artificial  Pneumothorax  refills  have  been  done  at  the  homes  of  5 patients 
during  the  vear  with  good  results. 

Three  patients  received  Tuberculin  treatment. 

Surgical  appliances  were  supplied  to  14  patients.  The  appliances  are 
ob tamed  from  the  workshop  in  connection  with  the  Wingfield  Orthopaedic 
Hospital. 

X-ray  examinations  were  made  at  the  Berks  and  Bucks  Joint  Sanatorium 
and  the  Wingfield  Orthopaedic  Hospital.  43  patients  were  X-rayed. 

Sputum  Examination. — Specimens  are  examined  free  of  charge  for  the 
general  practitioners,  and  outfits  for  the  collection  of  specimens  supplied. 

376  specimens  were  examined,  92  giving  a positive  result. 

Public  Health  {Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  and  Public 
Health  Act,  1925,  Section  62. — No  action  was  necessary.

Prior  to  1910  the  diseases  grouped  together  in  the  Registrar  General’s 
Annual  Summary  under  the  term  “Principal  Epidemic  Diseases,”  were 
smallpox,  measles,  scarlet  fever,  whooping  cough,  diphtheria,  “ fever  ” 
(including  typhus,  enteric,  and  simple  continued  fever),  and  diarrhoea.  In  1910 
enteric  fever  was  substituted  for  the  heading  “fever,”  and  in  the  Annual 
Summaries  for  1911  and  subsequent  years  the  mortahty  figures  for  these  diseases 
considered  as  a group,  have  been  omitted.  Another  alteration  which  was  made 
in  the  Summary  for  1911  was  the  substitution  of  deaths  from  diarrhoea  and 
enteritis  under  2 years  for  deaths  from  diarrhoea  at  all  ages,  and  in  the  Annual 
Summaries  since  1912  the  mortality  figure  for  diarrhoea  and  enteritis  calculated 
upon  the  population  of  all  ages  is  not  given,  but  a rate  per  1,000  births. 


For  purposes  of  comparison  it  is  convenient  to  group  the  commoner 
epidemic  diseases  in  a single  table,  and  for  the  same  reason  I have  given  the 
total  epidemic  death-rate  for  each  District.

Smallpox. 

No  cases  of  smallpox  were  notified  during  the  past  year.  Eight  cases 
were  notified  in  1928,  three  in  1923  and  one  case  in  1911.  Prior  to  this 
no  case  of  smallpox  had  been  notified  in  Berkshire  since  1905,  when  there 
was  one  case.  In  1904  no  case  was  notified.  The  number  in  1903  was  13, 
and  in  1902,  33. 


Measles  and  German  Measles. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  (Measles  and 
German  Measles)  Regulations,  1915,  the  notification  of  both  measles  and 
German  measles  became  compulsory  from  1st  January,  1916,  and  remained  in 
force  until  31st  December,  1919,  from  which  date  it  was  rescinded. 


Chicken-pox. 

This  disease  has  not  been  compulsorily  notifiable  in  any  district  in  Berkshire 
since  the  early  part  of  1910.

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  (Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis). 

This  disease  was  made  compulsorily  notifiable  as  from  September  1st,  1912. 
Up  to  the  end  of  1914  only  one  case  had  been  notified,  but  23  cases,  18  of  which 
were  fatal,  were  notified  during  1915,  10,  including  8 fatal  cases,  during  1916, 
11,  including  5 fatal  cases  in  1917,  6,  including  4 fatal  cases  in  1918  ; one 
other  death  was  certified  during  1918  as  due  to  cerebro-spinal  fever,  but  the 
case  was  not  notified,  4,  including  1 fatal  case  in  1919,  1 case  which  proved 
fatal  was  notified  in  1920  , 4 fatal  cases  in  1921,  of  which  only  2 were  notified, 
3 fatal  cases  in  1922,  of  which  only  1 was  notified,  2 fatal  cases  in  1923,  neither 
of  which  was  notified,  1 fatal  case  in  1924  which  was  not  notified,  2 fatal  cases 
in  1925  of  which  only  1 was  notified,  4,  including  2 fatal  cases,  in  1926,  1 case 
which  proved  fatal,  was  notified  in  1927,  4 cases  in  1928,  all  of  which  proved 
fatal,  2 cases  in  1929,  one  of  which  proved  fatal,  and  2 cases  in  1930,  one  of 
which  proved  fatal. 

Influenza. 

During  1930,  14  deaths  were  certified  as  due  to  influenza  ; the  average 
number  in  the  preceding  10  years  was  81. 

Diarrhoea. 

During  the  ten  years  1920  to  1929  the  average  number  of  deaths  under  two 
years  of  age  from  diarrhoeal  diseases  was  11  per  annum  in  the  whole  County, 
giving  a rate  of  3-41  per  1,000  births.  In  1930  there  were  8 deaths. 
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Puerperal  Fever. 

Fourteen  cases  were  notified,  compared  with,  an  average  of  ten  during  the 
preceding  ten  years. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

The  notification  of  this  condition  became  compulsory  from  1st  October, 
1926.  Ten  cases  were  notified  during  1926,  twenty  in  1927,  seventeen  in 
1928,  twenty-one  in  1929,  and  sixteen  in  1930. 

Erysipelas. 

Sixty-six  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  1930,  the  average 
number  of  notifications  during  the  preceding  ten  years  was  37.

Salvarsan,  or  its  substitutes,  is  supplied  from  the  treatment  centres  to 
medical  practitioners  under  certain  restrictions.  The  provision  of  free  treat- 
ment at  the  centres  has  been  advertised  in  the  local  papers,  circulars  explaining 
the  scheme  and  asking  for  co-operation  to  ensure  full  advantage  being  taken 
of  its  diagnostic  and  curative  functions  have  been  sent  to  medical  practitioners, 
certified  midwives,  social  workers,  etc.,  in  the  County,  and  leaflets,  supplied 
by  the  Local  Government  Board  and  drawing  attention  to  the  dangers  of 
venereal  diseases  and  the  imperative  need  for  early  and  efficient  treatment, 
have  been  issued  to  persons  in  a position  to  distribute  them  with  good  effect. 

Royal  Berks  Hospital,  Reading. — 135  cases  were  dealt  with  for  the  first 
time  during  1930. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  at  the  out-patient  clinic  was  2,105.  The 
aggregate  number  of  In-patient  ” days  was  1,159.

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INFANT  LIFE  PROTECTION. 

On  the  1st  April,  1930,  the  County  Council,  through  their  Maternity  and 
Child  M elf  are  Sub -Committee,  became  the  Authority  for  the  administration 
of  Part  1 of  the  Children  Act,  1908,  for  the  whole  of  the  administrative  County 
with  the  exception  of  tlie  Boroughs  of  Maidenhead,  Newbury  and  New  Windsor. 

Part  1 of  the  Act  deals  with  infant  life  protection  and  provides  for  the 
notification  and  supervision  of  children  under  seven  years  of  age  who  are 
received  for  gain  by  foster  parents. 

The  Infant  Protection  Officers  (usually  the  Relieving  Officers)  who  had 
previously  carried  out  the  duties  under  the  Poor  Law  Guardians  were  retained 
in  office,  but  in  addition  the  Health  Visitors  are  now  required  to  visit  each 
child  once  in  three  months  and  more  frequently  when  conditions  are  not 
satisfactory. 

At  the  end  of  December,  1930,  there  were  200  children  on  the  register. 
The  number  of  visits  made  by  the  Health  Visitors  was  411.

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WATER  SUPPLIES  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Information  as  to  the  water  supply  in  the  several  Districts  of  the  County 
is  given  on  pages  29  to  45  of  the  Public  Health  Report  for  1925,  prepared  by 
the  County  iMedical  Officer  of  Health.  Information  as  to  the  disposal  of 
sewerage,  and  scavenging,  is  given  on  pages  45  to  55  of  the  same  report. 

N.B. — The  followmg  is  a summary  of  further  information  obtained  from 
subsequent  Reports  of  the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  thus  completing 
the  information  down  to  the  end  of  1930.  The  references  are  to  the  appropriate 
pages  of  the  1925  Report. 

URBAN  WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Abixgdox  Borough  {Cf.  p.  29). 

In  1929  an  additional  supply  was  obtained  from  new  borings  at  Dry 
Sandf  ord . 

No  shortage  of  the  public  supply  was  experienced  during  1930.  Some 
further  progress  was  made  towards  the  provision  of  a supplementary  supply  : 
three  additional  trial  borings,  making  four  in  all,  have  been  sunk  at  the  site 
off  Lashford  Lane,  and  the  yield  having  proved  satisfactory  a scheme  has  been 
submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Maidenhead  Boroitgh  {Cf.  p.  30).

No  shortage  of  the  town  supply  was  experienced  during  1930.  Bacter- 
iological examination  of  the  water  gave  satisfactory  results. 

A scheme  for  the  provision  of  a new  source  of  water  and  for  acquiring 
powers  to  supply  certain  additional  parishes  outside  the  town  was  initiated. 
Following  a local  inquiry  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  a Provisional  Order 
gi’anting  the  necessary  powers  was  made  ; and  this  was  succeeded  by  the 
Newbury  (Water)  Order,  1929,  which  eventually  was  confirmed  and  received 
the  Royal  Assent.  Between  four  and  five  acres  of  land  at  Cold  Ash,  in  Newbury 
Rural  District,  were  acquired  for  the  purposes  of  the  new  works.  An  18-inch 
boring  was  commenced  in  March,  1929,  and  a total  depth  of  454  feet  was 
eventually  reached.  A satisfactory  supply  of  water  was  obtained  from  the 
chalk.  At  the  end  of  1930  the  second  boring  was  completed  and  the  construc- 
tion of  the  reservoir  was  approaching  completion.

No  important  extension  of  the  mains  except  to  new  houses,  has  been  made

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the  supply  and  an  additional  reservoir  built  at  Coppid  Beech  Hill  outside  the 
Borough. 


RURAL  WATER  SUPPLIES.

In  1929  a new  scheme  was  prepared  for  supplying  Milton,  Drayton, 

Steventon  and  Sutton  Wick  from  the  existing  boring  at  Sutton  Courtney,  at 
an  estimated  cost  of  about  £7,600. 

The  estate  supply  at  Wootton  is  now  transferred  to  the  District  Council 
{Cf.  p.  33). 

The  Ministr37’s  sanction  to  the  above  loan  was  granted  and  arrangements 
were  made  to  commence  work  early  in  1931.

In  1930  a definite  scheme  to  supply  the  village  of  Baulking  from  the 
Uffington  mains  was  approved,  and  the  work  it  is  hoped  will  shortly  be 
commenced.

The  only  public,  piped  supplies  in  the  district  are  derived  from  the  water- 
works of  the  Newbury  Urban  District  Council,  and  up  to  1930  were  limited  to 
parts  of  the  parishes  of  Speen  and  Shaw-cum-Donnington  and  a few  houses  in 
the  parishes  of  Cold  Ash,  Enborne,  Greenham  and  Sandleford. 

During  1930  the  mains  were  extended  to  the  villages  of  Thatcham  and 
Cold  Ash  and  an  additional  portion  of  the  parish  of  Enborne  ; and  in  each  case 
a good  proportion  of  the  necessary  service  pipes  were  laid,  while  in  Thatcham 
about  250  houses  were  actually  provided  with  water. 

The  only  shortage  of  water  reported  during  the  year  was  at  a group  of 
eight  Council  houses  at  Ashmore  Green.  Water  was  conveyed  to  these  houses 
during  the  period  of  shortage  ; and  arrangements  to  connect  them  with  the 
mains  of  the  Newbury  Urban  District  Council  have  been  made. 

Wallingford  Rural  District  {Cf.  p.  40). 

During  the  past  year  (1930)  the  new  water  supply  scheme  was  completed. 

The  top  water  level  of  the  reservoir  is  406  feet  O.D.  and  the  bottom  level 
396  O.D.,  which  gives  between  160  and  200  feet  static  head  throughout  the 
district. 


Sewerage,  and  Refuse  Disposal. 
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This  s^’stem  replaced  the  former  supply  (derived  partly  from  the  water- 
works of  the  G.W.R.  Depot  at  Didcot  and  partly  from  the  waterworks  of  the 
Army  Ordnance  Depot)  to  parts  of  the  parishes  of  Didcot  and  East  Hagbourne, 
and  enables  the  villages  of  East  and  West  Hagbourne  hitherto  dependent  upon 
private  wells  to  be  supplied. 

A scheme  for  supplymg  the  village  of  Cholsey  is  still  under  consideration. 
WrN^DSOE  [Cf.  p.  44). 

WoKrsa^HAM  {Cf.  p.  44). 

1929.  A scheme  for  establishing  a public  water  supply  for  those  portions 
of  the  district  not  already  supplied  by  Water  Companies  is  engaging  the 
attention  of  the  Council. 

1930.  For  many  j^ears  past  the  supply  afforded  by  the  Wargrave  Water 
W brks  has  proved  inadequate  during  times  of  drought  when  the  call  for  water 
is  greatest.  In  order  to  supplement  the  supply  a fresh  boring  at  some  con- 
siderable distance  from  the  Works  was  made  during  the  year  which  proved 
extraordmarily  successful,  the  quantity  available  being  greater  than  that 
afforded  b}'  the  original  well. 

Advantage  was  taken  of  this  to  promulgate  a scheme  to  extend  the 
argrave — Twyford  supply  to  the  adjoining  village  of  Ruscombe  where  it  is 
so  gi’eatly  needed.  The  scheme  is  estimated  to  cost  £1,526,  a comparatively 
large  sum  for  an  area  of  low  rateable  value,  its  realisation  therefore  is  largely 
contingent  upon  a substantial  grant  from  the  Unemployment  Grants  Committee. 
^Meanwhile  the  District  Council  has  not  been  idle  in  extending  existing  schemes 
to  their  own  and  other  houses  where  the  work  can  be  done  at  a reasonable 
cost,  thus,  extensions  in  four  sections  involving  an  expenditure  of  £1,080  have 
been  made  in  the  parishes  of  Shinfield  and  Swallowfield  and  by  guarantee  have 
induced  the  Wokingham  Water  Company  to  make  an  extension  of  1,910  yards 
along  the  Xine  IMile  Ride  in  the  parish  of  Wokingham  Without,  and  the 
Frimley  Company  a similar  extension  of  430  yards  in  the  parish  of  Finch- 
ampstead.  An  extension  of  1,250  yards,  costing  approximately  £730,  is  being 
carried  out  by  the  Sonning  Water  Works  in  the  parish  of  that  name.  The 
supply  from  these  public  sources  have  proved  satisfactory  in  quality,  and 
with  the  exception  of  Wargrave — Twyford,  now  remedied  in  quantity  as  well. 

SEWERAGE  AXD  REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

URBAN  DISTRICTS.

1930.  Outhdng  streets  and  roads  are  drained  into  soakaways  but  for 
many  years  these  have  proved  inadequate  during  heavy  rainfall  and  a scheme 
is  on  foot  to  extend  the  drainage  to  the  newer  parts  of  the  town.  This  scheme. 
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which  involves  an  estimated  expenditure  of  £45,000,  is  divided  into  five 
sections,  three  of  which  have  now  been  completed  at  a cost  of  approximately 
£5,000.  These  sections  comprise  Ray  Mill  Road,  Moor  Lane  and  Oldfield 
Road,  all  of  which  are  on  the  low  land  near  the  river.  The  main  portions  of 
the  scheme,  the  northern  and  southern  sections,  have  yet  to  be  undertaken. 
With  the  exception  of  several  large  houses  near  the  river  (Fishery  Estate)  and 
a considerable  number  of  smaller  dwellings  that  have  recently  been  built  in 
the  low-lying  part  of  the  town  (Summerleaze,  Ray  Mill  Road)  all  of  which  are 
at  too  low  a level  to  drain  into  the  main  sewer,  the  whole  of  the  town  is 
connected  to  main  drainage.  These  dwellings  drain  into  cesspools  (about  270 
in  number)  and  are  emptied  periodically  by  Corporation  employees. 

The  Sewage  Outfall  works  are  situated  on  the  outskirts  of  the  Borough, 
south  of  the  Great  Western  Railway  line,  and  cover  about  25  acres.  The 
method  of  treatment  is  by  screening  and  sedimentation  followed  by  a series 
of  contact  beds  and  finally  over  underdrained  land,  the  effluent  being  discharged 
into  “ The  Cut,”  an  artificial  tributary  of  the  Thames.  The  flow  of  sewage  is 
in  two  sections,  a high  level  and  a low  level  both  of  which  reach  the  Outfall 
works  by  gravitation  and  discharge  into  two  wells,  from  which,  in  the  former 
case  by  a lift  of  about  14  feet  and  in  the  latter  about  30  feet,  the  sewage  is 
pumped  to  the  settling  tank  and  contact  beds. 

Newbury  Borough  [Gf.  p.  46). 

A scheme  for  the  extension  and  remodelling  of  the  sewage  disposal  works, 
which  are  situated  in  the  parish  of  Thatcham,  in  Newbury  Rural  District,  was 
put  forward  during  1930,  and  an  application  for  sanction  to  a loan  for  the 
purpose  was  the  subject  of  an  Inquiry  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  July. 
Sanction  was  eventually  granted,  and  the  work  was  commenced  towards  the 
end  of  November,  but  was  only  in  the  preliminary  stages  at  the  close  of  the 
year. 

New  Windsor  Borough  {Cf.  p.  46). 

Waelingeord  Borough  {Cf.  p.  46). 

Scavenging. — At  the  commencement  of  1930  very  few  houses  were  provided 
with  proper  dustbins.  As  the  result  of  action  taken,  475  of  the  720  dwellings 
were  provided  with  suitable  bins  during  the  year. 

Wantage  {Cf.  p.  47). 

Wokingham  Borough  {Cf.  p.  47). 

1930.  In  consequence  of  the  considerable  additions  to  the  Borough  in 
1927  it  became  necessary  to  re-cast  the  whole  of  the  sewage  system.  Upon 
resolution  of  the  Council  this  was  undertaken  by  Mr.  C.  W^.  Marks  (Borough 
Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector)  and  in  1929  the  scheme  involving  an 
expenditure  of  close  on  £72,000  was  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health  and 
ranked  for  Unemployment  Grant  upon  the  usual  conditions.  The  scheme 
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provides  for  the  sewering  of  the  greater  portion  of  the  extended  district.  This 
involves  the  provision  of  some  15  miles  of  sewers  together  with  a Pumping 
Station  (electric  power)  replacing  the  three  former  ejectors.  The  disposal  works 
have  been  entirely  re-constructed  and  enlarged  on  the  Ashridge  site  (now 
within  tlie  Borough  boundary)  so  as  to  deal  with  the  whole  of  the  sewage. 
At  the  date  of  this  Report  the  laying  of  the  sewers  has  almost  been  finished 
and  the  work  of  connection  is  proceeding  apace. 

A^At  scavenging  previous  to  1927  was  not  required,  but  on  the  acquisition 
of  the  rural  territory  ” and  pending  the  extension  of  the  sewerage  scheme,  a 
Motor  Vacuum  Tank  of  850  gallons  capacity  fitted  with  the  necessary  appliances 
was  purchased  for  the  purpose  of  emptying  cesspools.  The  contents  are 
discharged  into  a convenient  man-hole  and,  mixing  with  the  rest  of  the  sewerage, 
treated  at  the  Outfall  Works. 

RURAL  DISTRICTS. 

Abingdon  {Cf.  p.  47). 

In  1927  new  schemes  for  scavenging  were  instituted  in  the  villages  of 
Appleton,  Cumnor,  North  and  South  Hinksey,  St.  Helen  Without  and  Wootton. 

Bradfield  Rural  District  {Cf.  p.  48). 

An  extension  of  sewers  was  carried  out  at  Pangbourne  in  1926,  and  in 
1928  sewers  to  serve  the  greater  part  of  the  village  of  Yattendon  were  laid  by 
the  principal  estate  owner. 

A scheme  of  refuse  collection  is  now  in  operation  for  the  whole  district. 
COOKHAM  {Cf.  p.  4:8). 

Easthampstead  {Cf.  p.  4:9). 

In  1930  the  sewerage  system  for  the  central  portion  of  the  village  of 
Binfield  was  completed. 

Faringdon  {Cf.  p.  49). 

During  1930  a scheme  for  the  construction  of  new  works  for  the  disposal 
of  sewage  in  the  village  of  Shrivenham  received  the  sanction  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  but  owing  to  difficulties  in  obtaining  the  necessary  land,  the  work  has 
not  yet  been  commenced. 

Hungerford  {Cf.  p.  50). 

1930.  A scheme  for  the  direct  scavenging  by  the  local  authority,  of  the 
whole  district,  is  now  under  consideration. 

Newbury  {Cf.  p.  51). 

The  District  Council  prepared  a scheme  to  come  into  operation  in  J anuary , 
1931,  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  domestic  refuse  throughout  the  whole 
district. 

Wallingford  {Cf.  p.  51). 
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Wantage  {Cf.  p.  52). 

In  1930  the  provision  of  a new  system  of  sewage  disposal  for  the  village  of 
East  Hendred  was  approved  by  the  Council  and  was  the  subject  of  a Ministry 
of  Health  Inquiry. 

Sanction  to  a loan  for  the  purpose  of  the  new  works  was  granted. 
Windsor  {Cf.  p.  54). 

1930.  Sunninghill  and  Sunningdale  (including  the  village  of  Ascot)  are 
now  served  throughout  by  the  District  Council’s  sewers. 

Wokingham  Rural  District  {Cf.  p.  55). 

A scheme  was  inaugurated  early  in  1927  for  the  disposal  of  sewage  collected 
at  Wokingham  Without  and  Winner sh,  on  land  purchased  for  the  purpose.  In 
connection  with  this  scheme,  a 1,000  gallon  motor  tank,  with  hose  and 
appliances,  was  purchased. 

A system  of  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  for  the  parish  of 
Remenham  came  into  operation  on  1 October,  1927. 

In  October,  1930,  a Dry  Scavenging  Scheme  for  the  whole  of  the  remaining 
parishes  of  the  district  was  established  and  provision  made  for  taking  over  the 
work  in  the  parishes  already  dry  scavenged  when  existing  contracts  expired. 
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ADULTERATED  FOODS  AND  DRUGS. 

In  the  following  table  the  work  carried  out  in  the  County  during  1930, 
under  the  Sale  of  Foods  and  Drugs  Acts,  is  summarised.  For  the  particulars  I 
am  indebted  to  the  quarterly  reports  of  the  Chief  Constable,  Lt.-Colonel  A.  F. 
Poulton,  and  of  the  County  Analyst,  Sir  WiUiam  Smith,  and  also  the  reports  of 
the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the  Boroughs  of  Newbury  and  New  Windsor.

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT,  1915. 

Eleven  notices  were  received  during  the  year  of  samples  of  milk  which 
were  infected  with  tubercle  bacilli  and  had  been  taken  by  the  officers  of 
Sanitary  Authorities  and  were  alleged  to  have  been  produced  at  farms  in 
Berkshire.  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  4 of  the  above  Act 
under  which  these  cases  are  reported  to  the  County  Medical  Officer,  the 
cowkeeper  concerned  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  local  authority 
of  the  district  in  which  the  infected  sample  is  taken,  are  given  formal  notice 
of  the  date  and  time  when  an  examination  of  the  herd  will  be  made  by  the 
^>terinary  Inspector. 

As  regards  the  eleven  cases  dealt  with  during  the  year,  five  cov/s  were 
found  to  be  tuberculous,  one  on  each  of  five  different  farms,  and  were 
slaughtered.  At  three  other  farms  it  was  found  on  enquiry  that  cows  had 
been  disposed  of  between  the  date  of  the  samples  being  taken  and  the  visit  of 
the  Veterinary  Inspector.  In  the  remaining  three  cases  it  was  not  possible  to 
discover  the  animals  respon.sible  for  the  infection. 
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THE  MIDWIVES  ACTS,  1902,  1918  AND  1926. 

Inspection  of  Mid  wives. 

During  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1930,  155  women  gave  notice  of 
their  intention  to  practise  as  Midwives  in  the  County ; of  this  number  14  moved 
out  of  the  County,  1 ceased  to  practise,  and  1 died,  leaving  139  on  the  register 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Of  these,  117  were  working  under  Nursing  Associations  or  for  individual 
estate  owners  and  38  were  working  on  their  own  account. 

The  routine  inspections  numbered  379. 

Midwives  belonging  to  the  County  Nursing  Association  are  inspected  by 
their  own  Superintendent,  Miss  G.  R.  Skinner,  who  has  been  appointed  by  the 
County  Council  as  “ Superintendent  of  Health  Visitors  and  Midwives  through 
out  the  area  of  the  County  covered  by  the  Association.” 

All  other  Midwives  are  inspected  by  Miss  A.  E.  Dutton,  one  of  the  whole- 
time Health  Visitors  on  the  County  staff.
